Snow’s Grip

Pennsylvania remained in the 
grip of the worst snowstorm to 
batter the state in more than 20 
years as bitter cold tem peratures 
hampered efforts to dig out of 
the weekend’s blizzard. 
.At least 24 persons died as a 
result of the storm which isolated 
entire communities and stranded 
hundreds of motorists, campers 
and travelers. 


The Weather Bureau predicted 
continued cold weather for today 
with high tem peratures today ex­ 
pected to range from six to 12 
degrees in the west to 12 to 17 
in the southeast portion. 
Low tem peratures tonight will 
run from above five below zero in 
the northwest and north central 
sections to zero to five above in 
the rem aindcr—except three to 
eight in the extrem e southeast 
portion. 
Snow flurries will add to the 
hazards in most of the west and 
higher elevations of the central 
and northeast sections, 
Wednesday 
will find a little 
more sunshine in rnost of the state 
with only slightly higher afternoon 
temperatures. 
Today’s early morning tem pera­ 
tures ranged from six below in 
Bradford to seven above in Phil­ 
adelphia. 
The cold increased the hazards 
of fires. Throughout the state fire­ 
men were called only to stand by 
helplessly, if they managed to get 
through the snow drifts, es frozen 
water mains and fire hydrants re­ 
duced the water pressure.

Plows Work

Thousands of stranded Lower Bucks Countians were 
hopeful overworked snow crews would get to them today 
as the area continued to dig out from under its worst 
snowstorm in 43 years which already has taken six lives. 
Middletown Township reported 1,000 residents, trap­ 
ped since Saturday night’s snowfall, were due to be 
rescued by snow plows today. In Lower Southampton, 
about 75 per cent of the residents were reported “snow- 
cd in.” 
Besides those marooned in Middletown, others were 
trapped by the snow in Bensalem, Feasterville area and 
some in the inner roads in Levittown. 
The snow situation was only slightly improved, if 
at all, today, after an extra 24 hours of shoveling, plow­ 
ing, slipping, sliding, and grumbling. 


Zero At 9 A.M. 


It was just as cold this morning in Lower Bucks 
County as yesterday morning — zero, at 9 a.m. in 
the estimation of the U. S. Weather Bureau in Trenton, 
N. J. 
The weatherman warned it may get a few degrees 
colder tomorrow. 
The raging winds yesterday were 20 to 25 miles an 
hour with gusts of 30 miles an hour. Last night the 
wind slowed down to ten to 12 miles an hour. 
Roads were still bottled up throughout Lower Bucks 
County, despite Herculean efforts of highway plow’s and 
bulldozers on the job since Saturday. 
The only thing milder today seemed to be the wind. 
The biting blasts, which last night blew at 12 miles an 
hour, this morning had shifted from the north to the 
gentler southwest. 


Six Die 


And this morning Coronor Thomas B. Lamb an­ 
nounced the snow killed six Bucks County residents, 
stricken by falls or exertion.

She died at Sellersville’s 
Grandview Hospital, about IO a.m., a half-hour after be­ 
ing admitted. 
The Weather Bureau said the temperature would 
rise from zero to a possible 17 degrees today. Fair 
weather was forecast for tomorrow, with the thermom­ 
eter rising from a morning dip. No more snow is in 
sight. 
Officially, the snow melted an inch yesterday. At 
the weather station, the 13-inch depth was down to a 
foot. 
But it was a foot of trouble, and several feet in 
drifts that sometimes shifted. 
Motorists remained bogged down in the snow’. The 
schools stayed closed and there was no reactivation of
